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Quiltmaker 


Probably not for 
beginners. A challenge, 
but worth it! 


Easy for beginners; == 
a breeze for more 
experienced quiltmakers. 


Still easy; may take 
longer. Don’t hesitate— 
just follow the directions. 
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We give seam lines (dashed) as well 
as Cutting lines (solid) for the full-sized 
pieced patterns in QUILTMAKER. The | 
seam allowances are 1%" for all pieced 
patterns, and the points are trimmed. Pre- 
trimming reduces bulk in the seams and 
also provides clues for exact alignment of 
patches for machine sewing. These trims 
are positioned to make the seam lines of 
adjoining patches fall into place for stitch- 
ing when the cut edges and the trimmed | 
points are aligned. 

Very large pieces such as alternate | 
blocks or setting triangles are shown in | 
miniature with dimensions. Use graph | 
paper to rule these patterns in the mea- | 
surements given or measure and mark 
them directly onto the fabric if you can du- 
plicate the proper angles with a car- © 
penter’s square, right triangle, or similar | 
tool. The dimensions shown do not in- 
clude seam allowances. Be sure to add © 
them when you mark and cut your fabric. 
% Seam allowances (plus two inches 
extra length for insurance) are included in 
border strip lengths in quilt specifications. 
yx Where it is particularly important for — 
the strip to be an exact size, as whenitis | 
to fit an outer pieced border, we do not | 
add the extra two inches, but we do in- | 
clude seam allowances. 

No turn-under allowances are given | 
for most of the applique patterns. You will | 
add the %6” by eye when cutting. 

Occasionally, an applique pattern will | 
be labeled with a letter in parentheses. | 
This means that the segment is a continu- 
ation of another piece with the same letter. 
If we give just half of the pattern 
piece, the center line is indicated with a 
dotted line. When making the template, | 
simply trace around pattern, flip the trac- 
ing over, and align the dotted center lines. 
Trace around pattern again to complete 
template for whole patch. 
When our quilt specifications call for 
a pattern letter followed by an “r,” you will 
need to reverse the pattern. Thatis, ifthe | 
instructions call for 36 A and 36 Ar, mark 
the first 36 patches, then turn the template 
over to mark the remaining 36. 
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Carefully trace pattern pieces directly onto 
clear template plastic, or trace on paper and 
glue the tracing to sandpaper, plastic, or 
cardboard. Cut out accurately to make tem- 
plate. See specific instructions for the method 
of your choice to determine whether to trace 
seam lines or cutting lines when making tem- 
plates. 

Make a sample block to test the accuracy 
with which you have made templates before 
cutting out the whole quilt. 


Always wash and iron fabrics before cut- 
ting them into patches. The cotton fabrics that 
most quiltmakers use are likely to shrink, and 
their colors may run. Rinse dark colors sepa- 
rately to check for excess dye. If the color 
bleeds, continue rinsing until the water runs 
clear. 
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INCLUDING BASIC QUILTMAKING LESSONS 


Plan to measure, mark, and cut border 
strips first and larger patches before smaller 
ones from the same fabric. Arrange patches 
with cutting lines of neighboring patches close 
or touching for best use of fabric. 


When marking and cutting patches, con- 
sider the grain line of the fabric. Generally, one 
or more straight sides of the patch should fol- 
low the lengthwise or crosswise grain. This is 
especially true of sides that will be on the out- 
side edges of the quilt block. Wherever possi- 
ble, we indicate lengthwise or crosswise grain 
with an arrow on the pattern piece. 
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Patches for hand piecing require precisely 
marked seam lines, but marked cutting lines 
are optional. Most hand piecers prefer a tem- 
plate that does not include a seam allowance. 

To mark the patches, place the template 
face down on wrong side of fabric and draw 
around it accurately with a pencil. Leave just 
enough space between patches to add 1%” 
seam allowances when cutting. 

After marking the patches, cut outward 
from the seam line about 4”, measuring the 
distance by eye. The pieces will be joined right 
sides together, so the marked seam line on the 
wrong side of the fabric is visible on both sides 
of the patchwork when sewing. Sew the seam 
right through the penciled lines, so that your 
patchwork will fit perfectly. Join the patches 
with a short running stitch, using a single 
thread. Begin and end each seam at seam line 
(not at edge of fabric) with two or three back 
stitches to secure seam. 

Use a dark-colored thread with dark fab- 
rics and a light-colored thread with light ones. 
When you are sewing a dark patch to a light 
one, match the thread to the fabric toward 
which you will be pressing the seam allow- 
ances (usually the dark color). A short needle 
s size 7 or 8 betweens) will work best. 
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Many machine patchworkers prefer to in- 
clude the seam allowances in the template and 
mark the cutting line instead of the sewing line. 
The reason for this is that accurate cutting is 
very important in machine piecing. 

When sewing patches together on the 
machine, align the cut edges with the edge of 
the presser foot if it is 4” wide. If not, place a 
piece of masking tape on the throat plate of the 
machine 1%” away from the needle to guide you 
in making precise 1” seams. Sew all the way to 
the cut edge unless you are inserting a patch 
into an angle. For machine piecing you may 
want to match thread color to the patches (even 
using a different color for top and bobbin 
threads). However, if you are using very many 
fabrics, you may prefer to use a single thread 
color such as beige that won’t show much on 
any of the fabrics. 


Templates for hand applique do not include 
turn-under allowances. To mark patches for 
hand applique, place template face up on right 
side of fabric and draw around it lightly with a 
pencil, leaving room for 16” allowance all around. 

Turn under %e6” allowance on each 
applique, and baste in place. (Do not turn under 


edges that will be tucked under other 
appliques.) Clip well into the fold of inward 
curves to make pieces lie flat. 

If background block is a light color, lay it 
over pattern in magazine, matching centers, to 
see placement for appliques. Lightly mark 
major shapes with pencil or simply pin 
appliques into position. If you cannot see 
through background block, finger-crease block 
in half lengthwise, crosswise, and diagonally to 
form guidelines for placement of appliques. 

Pin or baste applique patches onto the 
background fabric, tucking raw edges under 
adjacent appliques as needed. Applique with 
an invisible slip stitch or hemming stitch in a 


thread color that matches the patch, not the 
background. Remove basting. 

To facilitate the quilting later and to pre- 
vent show-through, carefully cut away back- 
ground fabric from behind appliques, using 
sharp scissors and trimming to within %e” of 
seam line. Reinforce seams with a couple of 
stitches if it is necessary to cut across seam 
lines when trimming. 


Templates for machine applique do not in- 
clude turn-under allowances. To mark patches 
for machine applique, place template on either 
side of fabric and mark around it with a pencil. 
Cut the patches right on the marked seam 
lines. 

Finger-crease block to form guidelines for 
placement of appliques or lay block over pat- 
tern, matching centers, to see placement. Posi- 
tion patches and hold them in place using a fab- 
ric glue stick. Use a matching thread color, and 
baste the appliques into place with a narrow, 
open zigzag stitch. Cover the basting stitch 


with a wider, closed zigzag (machine satin 
stitch). Lift presser foot to turn Corners or go 
around curves of applique. 


Press all seams to one side (not open), 
usually toward the darker fabric. Quilt blocks 
should be ironed flat with no puckers, and they 
should be square and measure exactly the 
same size as other blocks. If any quilt blocks 
have problems, remove a few stitches to ease 
away puckers. All parts of the quilt top—blocks, 
sashing, and borders—should be well ironed 


Join the blocks for the first row with 14” 
seams. (If sashing will be used, sew a short 
sashing strip between each block in the row.) 
Then join all blocks in the second row, and so 
on, until all rows are completed. Press all 
seams in the odd-numbered rows in one direc- 
tion and all seams in even-numbered rows in 
the opposite direction. (With sashing, press all 
seams either toward or away from the sashing 
strips.) When all rows are completed, pin two

Kaleidoscope Rose, a jaunty design that’s sure 
to bring a smile and gladden the spirit; Hibiscus, 
with its visual excitement that can transport you 
in mind and heart to a tropical hideaway; and 
Starberry Sparkler, a pattern with an extra dash 
of dazzle to spark your decor. For the 
traditionalist we suggest High Kicks, a pleasing 
and unusual combination of Four Patch and 
Milky Way, or Jeweled Windows, a vibrant, 
romantic design in a Barn Raising set that’s 
perfect for scraps. Another scrappy charmer is 
the whimsical and appealing School of Fish, a 
choice design for that favored child in your life 
who deserves the personal comfort of a special 
quilt to be enjoyed now and treasured in mem- 
ory forever. The gentle humor and bright, 
scrappy look of the seaweed schoolroom offer 
plenty to delight the eye and mind of the maker 
as well as the lucky child who receives it. 

The collection includes two one-spool 
quilts: Archer’s Puzzle with an easy block 
and pieced border, and Flower Boxes that 
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ARCHER’S PUZZLE 


offers simple piecing and easy-to-master appli- 
que plus a clever quilting design that’s easier 
than it looks—pictured in radiating Rainbow fab- 
ric colors that make it look like far more than a 
one-spooler. There are nine mid-range choices 
evenly spread in the 1%-, 2-, and 21%-spool 
categories. And the more intricate piecing of 
Hibiscus and Midwinter Night’s Dream that re- 
quire greater skill earn the 3-spool designation. 

We hope you'll enjoy musing over the quilts 
and selecting the one that’s perfect for your 
next project. Remember that you can vary the 
size by adding or subtracting rows or varying 
the borders. Below are three patterns made up 
in other color combinations to increase your 
choices, and two of the other designs, Lullaby 
in Birdland and Roseville, U.S.A., are givenina 
second size with yardage and directions in- 
cluded.

STARBERRY SPARKLER 
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BOUND FOR GLORY 


The binding on a quilt often does not 
get the respect and attention it de- 
serves. If done poorly, with ripples, un- 
even edges, and non-square corners, 
the binding can spoil the appearance of 
an otherwise-perfect quilt. If done well, 
however, the bound edges can add a lot 
of polish to even the most humble quilt. 
And, the hours spent turning a tidy bind- 
ing can be a pleasant time of enjoying 
the completion of one quilt while plan- 
ning your next project. 

There are only a couple of decisions 
to make about a quilt’s binding. The first 
consideration, of course, is the fabric 
choice. A solid, perhaps? Or one of the 
prints used in the blocks? Maybe a 
striped fabric, to be cut on straight of 
grain or else bias that will twirl around 
the quilt’s edge? You may want to ex- 
periment with a few different fabrics to 
see which one will offer just the effect 
you want.

A couple of guidelines may prove 
helpful in selecting your binding fabric. 
Rarely is a very light fabric chosen for 
the binding (unless the quilt is all white 
or made only from pale fabrics). One 
practical reason for selecting one of the 
medium or dark fabrics comes to mind: 
The edge of a quilt to be used on a bed 
or for napping will inevitably drag on the 
floor, and a pale edging will not disguise 
the dust frequently present in every 
household. Design choices also usually 
dictate a medium or dark value for the 
quilt edging, since the binding serves a 
function much like a frame on a paint- 
ing. A very light binding will not define 
the edge as well as a darker choice. In 
the same way you might accent a dark 
navy suit with a luscious peach scarf, 
you might want to consider one of the 
brighter fabrics for binding your quilt. 
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TECHNIQUES FOR PERFECT BINDING 


The grain line of the binding is your 
other important decision. Bias grain will 
be stretchy enough to take the curves of 
rounded corners, but that same stretch 
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can ripple and crawl unless you use 
great care when attaching the binding 
and sewing it on the back side. The 
longest piece of bias binding that can be 
cut from 44”-wide fabric is about 62”, so 
you can plan on several seams joining 
the lengths of binding. Straight of grain 
has lots more stability, and it can be cut 
in long unseamed lengths if you are will- 
ing to purchase sufficient yardage or cut 
the binding alongside the border strips. 

Although there are several methods 
for sewing the binding to the quilt and 
turning the corners, one stands out as 
being the most successful. This method 
requires one continuous binding strip 
(made from shorter lengths joined as 
necessary) cut on straight-grain or bias. 
The strip should be sufficiently long to 
go around the edges of the quilt, and its 
width should be four times the finished 
binding width. Most binding finishes 
about 3” wide, thus the binding strip is 
cut 11%” wide. 

After cutting the bias or straight-grain 
binding, prepare the edges of the quilt. 
Trim lining and batting to be %” from the 
seam line on the quilt border (or about 
Ye" beyond the quilt seam allowance if it 
is Y4” wide). 
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Lay the quilt (or one edge at a time if 
table or floor space will not accommo- 
date the entire quilt) out flat. Beginning 
about in the middle of one edge on the 
front side and placing right sides to- 
gether, pin the binding to the edge of the 
quilt. Be careful not to stretch the quilt’s 
edge, which may be drawn in a bit from 


the quilting. Quilts with pieced borders, 
such as Lullabye in Birdland on page 12 
and School of Fish on page 26, have a 
tendency to flare a bit at the edges. If 
necessary, ease in the edge of the quilt 
when pinning on the binding. After pinning 
one side, machine stitch the binding to 
the quilt (sewing through all layers) ¥” 
from the edge, as shown. Stop the line 
of stitching %” from the next edge of the 
quilt. Backstitch; cut threads. 
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Once again, lay the quilt flat on a floor 
or table, and pin the binding as follows: 
Fold the binding strip up and away from 
the quilt as shown, then fold it down 
again to place the binding strip along 
the next edge of the quilt. (This fold 
creates an angled pleat at the corner.) 
Pin in place. 
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Stitch from the fold of the binding to 
the seam line of the adjacent edge. Re- 
peat this procedure until the binding has 
been sewn all around the quilt. 


Join the ends of the binding strip, or 
plan to hand sew one end to overlap the 
other. 


Turn the binding to the backside, and 
fold under a ¥%"-wide seam allowance; 
pin in place with the folded edge just 
covering the machine stitching. The 
sewing on the backside should be done 
by hand, using thread that matches the 
binding strip. You can either blindstitch 
the folded edge a little at a time as it is 
folded and pinned, or you can pin the 
entire binding and blindstitch it all at 
once. 


At each corner, fold binding in the se- 
quence shown to make a miter on the 
back side. The miters can be left un- 
Stitched, or they can be blindstitched if 
you prefer.

One last word of encouragement: 
The many hours spent in making the top 
and quilting the quilt deserve the best 
binding possible. You wouldn’t want a 
custom-built house with crooked gut- 
ters, sagging shutters, and a wobbly 
weathervane! Those last details, the 
“frosting on the cake,” make a big differ- 
ence in the quilt’s appearance. Most im- 
portantly, you'll know you did your very 
best.

rows together so that seam lines match 
perfectly. Join rows together in groups 
of two, then four, and so on, until top is 
completed. (With sashing, sew a sash- 
ing strip between each group of two 
rows.) Press all seams in one direction, 
either up or down. When setting blocks 
and rows together, be careful to avoid 
stretching them. 


Center a border strip on each side 
of the quilt top to extend equally at each 
end. Pin, baste, and sew strips in 1%” 
seams, beginning and ending the seam 
at the seam line, not at outer edge of 
fabric. At one corner (on wrong side), 
smooth one border over an adjacent 
one and draw a diagonal line from inner 
seam line to the point where outer 
edges of two borders cross. Reverse 
the two borders (bottom one is now on 
top), and again draw a diagonal line 
from inner seam line to point where 
outer edges cross. Match the two pencil 
lines (fabrics right sides together), and 
sew through them. Cut away excess, 
and press seam open. Repeat at other 
three corners of quilt 


top. Mark design on quilt top, using a 
hard lead pencil very lightly. Place the 
design over a light source to mark dark- 
colored fabrics, using a chalk pencil. 
Water-soluble pens are also available, 
but be sure to test for removability on a 
scrap before marking the whole quilt. 

Some of the quilting may be done 
without marking the top at all. Outline 
quilting (4” from seam around patches) 
Or quilting “in the ditch” (right next to the 
seam on the side without the seam al- 
lowances) can be done “by eye.” Other 
straight lines may also be “marked” as 
you quilt by using a piece of masking 
tape which is pulled away after a line is 
quilted along its edge. 


Make a quilt lining that is about 2” 
larger on each side than the quilt top. 
Some quilts are small enough to require 
a single piece for lining, but usually two 
or three lengths of the yard goods must 
be seamed together. Remove sel- 
vedges from these lengths of fabric to 
avoid puckers; press seams open to 
avoid bulky layers. 

Place the lining, wrong side up, on 
a flat surface. Spread the quilt batt over 
the lining, making sure that both stay 
smooth and even. Then place the quilt 
top, right side up, on top of the batting. 
Pin the three layers as necessary to 


hold them together while basting. Be- 
ginning in the center, baste all layers to- 
gether in an “X,” then in rows four to six 
inches apart. Also baste around edges. 
Now you are ready to quilt or tie. 


Some quilters use a large frame; 
others use a quilting hoop; and some 
just quilt in their laps with no frame at all. 
Quilting is done in a short running stitch 
with a single strand of thread that goes 
through all three layers. Use a short 
needle (8 or 9 betweens) with about 18” 
of thread. Make a small knot in the 
thread, and take a first long stitch (about 
1”) through top and batting only, coming 
up where the quilting will begin. Tug on 
the thread to pull the knotted end be- 
tween the layers. Take straight, even 
stitches that are the same size on the 
top and bottom sides of the quilt. For 
tiny stitches, push the needle with a 
thimble on your middle finger, and 
guide the fabric in front of the needle 
with the thumb of your hand above the 
quilt and thumb and index finger of your 
hand below the quilt. To end a line of 
quilting, take a tiny backstitch, and then 
make another inch-long stitch through 
the top and batting only. Clip thread at 
surface of quilt. Remove basting 
stitches when you finish quilting. 


Line quilt top as described above, 
basting or not, as desired. To mark 
placement for ties, insert pins through 
all layers (top, batting, and lining) at 
each block center and corner, or at 
other logical places related to the de- 
sign. Also pin around borders. Space 
pins not more than 6” apart. Thread a 
sharp, large-eyed needle with about 
two yards of three-ply orlon baby yarn 
or fingering yarn, and pull it up doubled. 
Don't knot it. Insert needle beside a pin 
marking placement for a tie, from either 
top or lining side (whichever side you 
want to have tails of knots). Remove 
pin. Take a stitch about 4” long through 
all layers, and bring needle back up 
near where it entered. Pull up yarn, 
leaving a 2” tail for a square knot. Tie 
knot and trim ends. Repeat at each pin. 
Remove basting, if any. 


Trim quilt batt and lining even with 
quilt top. Leaving about 2” extra at each 
end, place a 11%” binding strip on one 
edge of quilt top, right sides together. 
Sew through all layers (binding, quilt 
top, batting, lining) with a /%4” seam, be- 
ginning and ending at seam line. Re- 
peat for other three sides of quilt. Fold 
binding to the back, tucking under 1%”, 
and blind stitch it down along seam line. 
At corners, trim, tuck in ends, and stitch.

@) Using three strands of hot pink 
embroidery floss, embroider stamens 
on A patches with outline stitch and 
french knots. 

@) Referring to block drawings 
and piecing diagrams on page 32, 
make 16 W blocks, 34 X blocks, 8 Y 
blocks, and 10 Z blocks. A hint about 
piecing G, H, and Gr patches of the W 
blocks: Sew an H patch to a G patch 
from the outer edge to the “x” on the 
seam line of G. Stitch Gr and H together 
from the outer edge to the “x” on the 
seam line of G; pivot at the “x”, and con- 
tinue sewing G and Gr together. 

@ Referring to quilt diagram, as- 
semble blocks into diagonal rows, rotat- 
ing the W blocks as in the colored quilt 
drawing. Join rows. 

@) Add borders, mitering corners 
and trimming excess from seam allow- 
ances. 

© Quilt “in the ditch” around all 
patches. Quilt borders as desired. Bind 
to finish. 


TOP TIP 


When your quilt is completed, a nice 
finishing touch is to embroider your 
name, city, and date on the back. 


Cut C and Cr patches for Under the 
Stars with the arrow on the straight- 
of-grain on the fabric as indicated so 
that outside edges of the block will 
be on the straight-of-grain.

ASSEMBLY 


@ Referring to unit and piecing 
diagrams on page 18, make 76 units. 
Referring to block drawing and piecing 
diagram on page 19, make 5 blocks. 

@) Referring to quilt diagram on 
page 18, join blocks, E’s, and F’s in 
diagonal rows. Join rows. 

@) Add short green print borders, 
mitering corners and trimming excess 
from seam allowances. 

(4) Make pieced borders as fol- 
lows: Join nine units alternately with 
eight B’s. Repeat to make four borders 
like this. Sew a border to each side of 
the quilt with the units touching the quilt. 
Sew a G to each corner. 

6) Add long green print borders, 
matching centers, mitering corners, 
and trimming excess from seams. 

© Mark quilting motifs given in 
B’s and G’s. In white A’s, mark ribbon 
motif given on pattern A. In green A's, 
mark poinsettia blossom quilting pat- 
tern (with no ribbons). 

@) Referring to E quilting diagram, 
make quilting pattern as follows: Draw 
paper template E. Position top blossom 
shown in E diagram so that point of a 
large petal is 11%” from seam line of 
right-angle corner, turning the blossom 
so the arrow points toward the corner. 
Trace blossom in place. To make left 
half of remaining motif in E diagram, on 
an 18” square of tissue paper, center 
and trace the poinsettia blossom with 
the small ribbon, turning the blossom so 
the arrow points down. Place the traced 
poinsettia next to the long ribbon quilt- 
ing pattern. Carefully align “x’s” and the 
dot-dash line on ribbon with “x’s” and 
quilting line of blossom. Trace ribbon. 
Similarly, align the diamonds and dot- 
dash line on the medium ribbon with 
diamonds and quilting line of blossom. 
Trace ribbon. To make the quilting pat- 
tern for right half of remaining motif in E 
diagram, reverse entire lower left motif 
of poinsettia with three ribbons and 
trace on another 18” square of tissue 
paper. Arrange the two poinsettias and 
ribbons on template E below the poin- 
settia blossom already in place. The 
centers of the lower left blossom and 
lower right blossom should be about 
7” apart. When satisfied with the ar- 
rangement, trace the motifs in place on 
E template. Mark on E patches. >

© To make tracing pattern for 
quilting alternate plain blocks (I), fold a 
15” square of tracing paper in quarters 
diagonally. Referring to quilting dia- 
gram for |, unfold and position paper 
over motif, matching dotted lines on 
motif with diagonal creases of paper. 
Trace motif. To position second blos- 
som, reverse paper and match notches 
on stem with notches on leaf. Trace 
blossom and partial stem.

Sew a medium green G to each H. Sew 
to side of quilt with light green K’s touch- 
ing quilt. Repeat for opposite side. 

Sew 24 dark green K’s alter- 
nately with 23 light green K’s. Sew a 
light green H to each end. Sew to top of 
quilt with light green K’s touching quilt. 
Repeat for bottom of quilt. Sew 33 dark 
green K’s alternately with 32 light green 
K’s. Sew a light green H to each end, 
then sew a dark green G to each end. 
Sew to side of quilt with light green K’s 
touching quilt. Repeat for opposite side. 

Q) Referring to quilting shown in 
block diagram, mark quilting motifs as 
given in C’s, D’s, light blue G’s, and I's, 
reversing motifs as needed.

©) Make inner pieced borders as 
follows: Sew 14 medium green K’s al- 
ternately with 13 light green K’s. Sew 
light green H to each end. Repeat to 
make four borders like this. Sew one 
border to top of quilt with light green K’s 
touching quilt. Repeat for bottom of 
quilt. Sew medium green G to each end 
of remaining two borders. Sew to sides 
of quilt with light green K’s touching quilt. 

© Make outer pieced borders as 
follows: Sew 15 dark green K’s alter- 
nately with 14 light green K’s. Sew light 
green H to each end. Repeat to make 
four borders like this. Sew one border to 
top of quilt with light green K’s touching 
quilt. Repeat for bottom of quilt. Sew a 
dark green G to each end of remaining 
two borders. Sew these borders to 
sides of quilt with light green K’s touch- 
ing quilt. 

(7) Finish as described for full-size 
quilt in step 9 on page 42.
